The Trident nuclear submarine system 


earlier was targeted by some members of 
the U.S. Senate as one of the defense 
programs they would like to curtail, or 
even eliminate. When Trident came up for 
consideration, however, the Senate gave 
the program a relatively easy approval. 


What happened during the interim was 


the surfacing, from various sources, of a 
better understanding of the relative naval 
strengths of the Soviet Union and the 
United States. These analyses show a 
disconcerting balance lipping in favor of 
the Soviets. 


• This is particularly true of the sub- 
marine programs of the two countries, 
From a near monopoly in nuclear subs 
not many years ago, the U.S. today has 
dropped to near parity with the Soviet 
Union.

The Trident is designed lo replace 
the Polaris-Poseidon subs beginning in 
1978. The six years between now and then 
seem like a long lime if the Soviets con- 
tinue their naval advances. 
Housing 
Shortage 


The housing shortage shortage is a 


direct, readily foreseen result of the state 
socialism promoted by many politicians 
during the last four decades in the for- 
merly free enterprise United States. 


Most of the homes in every city, and 


hospitals and colleges, were buil't by 
people using their own money and their 
own judgment up to (he iime when 
politicians, starting with the advent of Ihe 
great depression, began lo tell the people 
the government will do il for you. 


In every 
government sponsored 


program there is a vasl amount of 
government "brokerage," in political 
salaires and fees, studies, long drawn-out 
delays, to say nothing of the payoffs (legal 
and illegal), so that appropriations of 
taxpayers' money are largely used up 
before the need is met. Meanwhile, nearly 
every political pronouncement just in- 
duces people to sit back and wait for the 
promised land or apartment. All this 
works to limit the ability of people to

maintain" housing for 


themselves. 


The end result will be less housing then 


would have been Ihe case if people were 
allowed (o keep enough of their earnings 
to do the job. The only real remedy is to 
lower taxes and government spending. 


The people, (not business, not the 


"rich") pay the taxes, no matter how 
politicians try to bide the fact. What is 
needed is spending reform, nol lax 
reform. 
r 
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to the next it may be this marriage of 
convenience is what is needed to keep the 
system from completely falling down. 


In that context, George McGovern is not 


straying 
entirely 
from 
precedent 
in 


dumping Tom Eaglet on as bis running 
mate and finally snagging H. Sergeant 
Sbriver as ;i successor Vice Presidential 
nominee. 


McGovern faced a difficult decision 


when the cat jumped out of the bag to the 
effect that Eagleton has a history of 
psychiatric disturbance which he admits 
and a 
drinking problem 
which he 


disputes. 


A sizeable number of big guns, well 


entrenched either financially or politically 
in Democratic circles, had tried from the 
outset to sidetrack McGovern's drive for 
Ihe nomination. The liberal eastern bloc 
in the news media favored McGovern but 
bad questioned his selection of Eagleton. 


The two factions immediately called for 


Eagleton's withdrawal. 


As the uneasy master of a vessel 


seemingly shipping water, McGovern 
bowed to their wishes. 


Though he never said it publicly, the 


ticket's head man probably rationalized 
with himself that after all Eaglelon was a 
fifth round draft choice in the first place 
and just possibly his critics could be on 
the right track, and he, McGovern, could 
be trailing into swampy ground. 


He immediately set about canvassing 


his priority choices, Teddy Kennedy, 
Hubert Humphrey, Ed Muskie, Shriver in 
that order. 


The declination by the first three to 


come off 
the bench made Shriver's 


choosing automatic since the latter had 
indicated right along he could be tapped 
for service. 


The Democratic national committee 


which meets 
today in a convocation 


specially assembled to cover the gap 
created by Eagleton's resignation will 
likely 
ratify Shriver's nomination with 


only loken opposition being expressed. 


McGovern and the party chieftains are 


lucky that Shriver said yes. 


As an in-law to the Kennedy clan, he 


carries some of the charisma that name 
stirs. 


He has no skeletons in his closet such as 


sent Eagleton to the sidelines. 


He is highly personable and his own 


stand on economic and social issues 
should calm some conservative nerves 
which twitch whenever McGovern's name 
is mentioned. 


Most importantly, Shriver belongs to 


old line Democratic establishment which 
McGovern's forces kicked aside in the 
national convention. 


McGovern's hippy following needs that 


assistance if be is to win the White House. 


By the same token the establishment 


has to aid McGovern unless it wants to 
risk throwing him to the wolf (Nixon) this 
year and re-asserting itself- for the '76 
battle. 


II is no coincidence last Thursday that 


Mayor Daley informed the Illionois state 
Democratic convention he was going to 
work for Ihe whole ticket. Previously the 
Chicago mayor had expressed himself as 
plowing the vineyard for all candidates 
except McGovern. When 
Daley was 


calling for unity, McGovern was on the 
telephone line to Shriver as a backup 
candidate should Muskie refuse to take 
the nomination. 


H is not guessing whatever that 


McGovern had an earlier contact with His 
Honor and received some ideas on what il 
would take to get the old donkeys back in 
harness. 


How many similar feelers went to other 


disgruntled sachems is something even 
the hip shooting columnist, Jack An- 
derson, wishes he knew.

The front runner's next move is to

NEW YORK (AP) - Based 


on renewed buying activity, the 
growth of credit and a drop in 
the savings rate. Americans 
are somewhat more certain of 
the future than they were a 
year ago. 


One of the factors involved in 


Ihoir outlook, it seems safe to 
say. is the progress being made 
in arresting inflation. It is now 
down to about 3.5 per cent on an 
annual basis. It had been close 
to (i per cent in 1970. 


Three and one-half per cent is 


considered a "moderate" rate 
these days, but only because of 
Ihe "galloping" inflation 5 per 
cent or 
more 
thai went 


before. It could be misleading. 


•Just a decade ago the nation 


setlledon one to two per cent as 
an "acceptable" rate. Il was 
called "creeping" i n f l a t i o n , 
and 
it was 
tolerated only 


because nobody could figure 
out how to gel it lower. 


The current inflation rate, 


however, is nearly double that. 
;md prompts Martin Gain- 
sburgh, former chief economist 
of The Conference Board, (o re- 
mind consumers that even at a 
:ipercent m(e, inflation halves 
the dollar's value in 24 years. 


He reminds (hose who "save 


in contractual form, e.g., insur- 
ance, mutual savings, savings 
and ban," that they are liable 
to find their dollars worth only 
half as much when they with- 
draw them in (heir declining 
years. 


The erosion formula is easy 


enough for anyone lo work out. 
To determine the number of 
years required to cut purchas- 
ing power in half you divide Ihe 
inflation rate into 72. The an- 
swer is disconcerting-hut 
valuable. 


Gainsburgh, in one of a series 


of studies for Ihe CIT Financial 
Corp., calls the current rale 
"jogging" rather than "moder- 
ate," and warns that ils eco- 
nomic and social implications 
are almost unknown. 


What is clear is thai Ihe con- 


servative financial practices of 
millions of Americans—the 
safe way, as they describe it- 
could be extremely wasteful, 
costly and disillusioning. 


And insurance policy, 
(lie 


premiums for which are paid in 
current dollars, pays off in cur- 
rent dollars loo. Bin premium 
paymenls are made in today's 
money while face value is re- 
turned in tomorrow's cheaper 
money. 


Savings accounts lhat pay r. 


per cent .1 year are actually 
earning only 1.5 per ccnl—less 
sifter taxes—at ihc present in- 


flation rate. And U.S. Savings 
Bonds, which pay 5.5, in realily 
yield only 2 per cent. 


Curiously, when inflation ac- 


celerated, the rate of savings 
rose also. Savings Bonds ex- 
perienced a reversal of for- 
tune: they had been paying out 
more than they sold but, with 
the help of a rate raise, this was 
changed. 


Sales of life insurance pol- 


icies also continued to grow, al- 
though il is significant that the 
greater growth was not in sales 
of individual but in group pol- 
icies, which usually are Ihe 
least expensive policies avail- 
able. 


One conclusion lhat may he 


tentatively drawn from this be- 
havior is lhat some consumers 
today are still unaware of the 
erosive power of inflation. 
Gainsburgh comments: 


"Only those with adult ex- 


perience in the late 1930s—now 
no more than 20 per cent of the 
nation's total population—have 
a full grasp of the degree of in- 
flation that has already pre- 
vailed." 


He noted that today's con- 


sumer pays about three limes 
the price he paid in 193'J for 
roughly similar products. In 
New York, cigarettes cost 10 to 
la cents in 1939; now they soil 
for 55. A year's college luition 
was $975 in l!):!9; now Ihe price 
is $3,000 plus. 


But 
one 
indication thai 


people ar? more aware than 
may be apparent of about how 
to deal with inflation is Iheir 
growing interest in equities—in 
share ownership and in real 
estate. 


There are now more than 3D 


million shareholders in Ameri- 
can companies, ahoul six times 
the number of 20 years ago. 
And the percentage of families 
lhal own rather than rent has 
risen steadily since the Great 
Depression. 


In 1940, only «.r. per cent of 


unils were owned by their occu- 
pants and 5(3.4 per cent wero 
rented. In 1950, the percentages 
were K> and 45, in 1960 they 
were in.9 and :w.l, and in 1970 
they were 62.!) and .17.1.
